to Pensacola, Florida, and was on 
duty under Gen. Braxton Bragg 
until he was ordered to Corinth, 
Miss., to reinforce Sydney John­ 
son. 
Patrolling Corinth for about 
a month he then went into the 
battle of Shiloh, commanding a 
light battery 
in 
Gen. Gladden’s 
Brigade. 
Gen. Gladden was mor­ 
tally wounded 
early 
in 
action 
which was a great loss. 
A fter get­ 
ting within a quarter of a mile of 
Pittsburg Landing, failure to take 
advantage of the capture of Gen. 
Prentiss’ division lost the battle of 
Shiloh. 
Gen. Robertson accredit­ 
ed loss of battle to death of Gen. 
Gladden, for his command instead 
of being held in line as a unit 
for operation was dissipated in to 
piece meals by other officers and 
its force as a Brigade was lost. 
Gen. Robertson’s battery open­ 
ed fire on Sherm an’s left wing 
July 22nd, 1804, at Decatur, Ga. 
The enemy fled and that should 
have been a great victory but for 
the lack of infantry support. Gen. 
Dodge of the Yankees succeeded 
in arresting with his corps the 
route of the west wing of Sher­ 
m an’s army and saved the day for 
Sherman. 
At this time Gen. Rob­ 
ertson was lieutenant colonel in 
command of a battalion of artil­ 
lery and shortly after this was pro­ 
moted to Brigadier General and 
assigned to the command of the 
Texas Brigade in W heeler’s Corps. 
General Robertson was an eye 
witness to the wounding of Gen 
eral John Bell Hood at Chicka­ 
mauga and tells an interesting tale 
in regard to it. 
He says: “ When 
Longstreet’s corps was sent out to 
reinform* General Bragg, prior to 
the battu* of Chickamauga, Fe­ 
lix H. Robertson, with his batallion 
of artillery was sent for by Gen­ 
eral Bragg and told that General 
Longstrcet was coming and that 
General Hood 
would 
disembark 
from the cars 
at Ringgold, Ga 
Bragg was then near Leon Gor 
don’s Mills, some miles away. Rob­ 
ertson started his battalion down 
the Chickamauga, 
marching to­ 
ward Ringgold. 
When near B erry’s Bridge on 
the 
Chickamauga 
river, a large 
force was discovered in Robert­ 
son’s front and it could not be 
determ ined what force it was or 
whether Confederates, negroes ot 
Yankee troops. 
The battalion was 
halted and the ranking captain or­ 
dered to report to Robertson and 
when he came up explained what 
the halt was for. 
Robertson told Captain L una­ 
tion, a fine officer, that he would 
go out alone to determ ine the char­ 
acter cif the troops in front.

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PRESIDENT OF HOOD’S BRIGADE TELLS STORY OF HOSPITAL LIFE 


John II. Roberts, newly-elected 
President of Hood’s Texas Bri­ 
gade, the action taking place at 
the afternoon session of the re­ 
union on Friday, was born just 
ode mile from San Augustine, in 
the county of that name, on May 
I, 1845, being now past 80 years 
of age. 
In 1859 his father re­ 
moved from that section of east 
Texas and came to take over a 
plantation five m ile s south of the 
town of Old Washington on the 
Brazos, which 
location 
was in 
Washington county, of which the 
present territory of Brazos county 
was a part at that time. 
“As we all know,” said Mr. Rob­ 
erts, “the Civil 
War began to 
loom up early in 1861, and there 
was 
a company raised 
at old 
Washihgton under 
Dr. Jno. D. 
Rogers, who was later made cap­ 
tain. 
The company was known as 
the Dixie Blues . I joined that 
company just a little while before 
I became 16 years of age. 
A fter 
rem aining in a camp of instruction 
a while, we were sent to Virgina. 
A fter we arrived there we were 
were incorporated in the 5th Tex­ 
as Regiment. This regim ent with 
the 1st, 1th, and 5th Texas and 
the ,'lrd. Arkansas, 
formed the 
Hood’s Texas Brigade proper. I 
was a member of Company “ E ”, 
Fifth Texas. 
General Wade Ham- 
pston’s Legion of South Carolina 
and the 18th South Georgia Regi­ 
ment were with uh at first but a f­ 
ter a while, in 1862, Congress pass­ 
ed a law placing State Troops un 
der one command . As the 3rd. 
Arkansas was the only Arkansas 
troops in Virginia, they were giv­ 
en to Hood’s Texas Brigade. The 
others joined troops 
from their 
own states. 


“As history shows, this com­ 
mand or Brigade participated in 
nearly all of the im portant en­ 
gagements 
that took 
place in 
northern Virginia during the Civil 
War. 
I was in all of it with them, 
except for times when unable to 
serve, until the Battle of Gettys­ 
burg. 
We invaded the north on 
two occasions, the first being cli­ 
maxed by the battle of Sharps­ 
burg or AntieUm as the Yankees 
cull it, and the second by the bat­ 
tle of Gettysburg. 
“It was at the time that our 
Brigade made an attack on little 
Round Top Mountain, that I was 
wounded and forced to spend some 
time in an American Hospital. 
“ The Federal troops were en­ 
trenched at the top of the moun­ 
tain. 
We passed down a slope and 
through the ravine in the bottom 
and started the ascent under hea­ 
vy and destructive fire . We found 
the ascent rather rough on ac­ 
count of the out-jutting troops 
and our formation was broken as 
we deployed left and right around 
the boulders. 
Just as we 
had 
reached a point somewhat near 
the top, we received order to re­ 
treat. 
As the movement to the 
rear began, I was struck by a 
bullet, it passing through both 
legs, just above my knees. 
I fell 
and a few minutes later crawled 
to the protection of a large bould­ 
er where I lay for some time. My 
■ omrades passed by me on the 
retreat and it grew later in the 
evening. 
In a short time the sun 
went down and it grew dark. 
“Some time after darkness had 
fallen, a man approached me. It 
proved to be one of my comrades, 
Tom Mullins, who is buried at 
Navasota.

and kindly thing. 
He came to 
me on his search for wounded and 
dead comrades. It

I know he 
shook my canteen to see if I had 
any water left.

Some time later the Yanks ex­ 
tended their picket lines down the 
side of the mountain and beyond 
me, 
A group of Federal soldiers 
approached me. 
The first thing 
they asked for was tobacco.

happened to have purchased a sup­ 
ply on the preceding day.

it happened that my own command 
was firing toward the mountain 
and my position 
was extrem ely 
perilous as I might at any moment 
be struck by a bullet from my own 
force. 
I told them 
I 
had 
to ­ 
bacco in my knapsack and would 
give it to them if they would 
build me a barricade of stones. 
They did so and in a few minutes 
they had built up a wa!' ofbould- 
ers that entirely 
protected me. 
They then got into my knapsack 
.aid got the- tobacco— but 
they 
took all I had, both smoking and 
chewing tobacco.” 
Mr. Roberts the ntold of several 
days of waiting at different points, 
some of the time in buildngs un­ 
der shell fire, for a time in an old 
barn, awaiting transportation to 
the rear. 
“Finally we were tak­ 
en in an ambulance to the hospit­ 
al that had been constructed dur­ 
ing the time he had been wait­ 
ing to get to one. 
It was a nicely 
constructed little city in itself, of 
23,000 wounded Yankees and Con­ 
federates with streets and alleys 
but the houses were of tents. The 
tent into which I was taken was 
made of two tents placed end to 
end and containing 12 cots. I was 
the only Confederate in the 12

Here Mr. Roberts told of some 
of the wounds of the Yankee sol­ 
diers and of two of them that died 
from their wounds, one after hav­ 
ing had his leg am putated. 
An­ 
other soldier died while his wife 
was there, she having come from 
Maine to see him, having been no­ 
tified that he had been wounded. 
Ile also told of a friendship struck 
up with a Yankee soldier from 
New York, a fine fellow who had 
money and bought many things 
for Mr. Roberts. 
“ We were given good food, a 
change of underclothing once a 
week and courteous 
and good 
care, continued Mr. Roberts. 
We 
were kept there until the weather 
t;ot cold thi n broke up and scat 
tered. 
I was sent to Baltimore to 
the Federal prison . A fter being 
there a while an officer came in 
with a pencil and paper and w ant­ 
ed to send me to one of those de­ 
tention places where reputations of 
a terrible nature had spread far 
and wide, but I took a chance and 
I told them I could 
get along 
somehow, if not walking then by 
crawling. 
They took my name, 
company, etc. and a short tim e lat­ 
er we were taken aboard a steam ­ 
er to City Point and exchanged. 
But it took my wound about a 
year and a half to heal so I did 
not get to participate further in 
the war.

If 
I had come aa the bearer of glad 
tidings, if I had come to announce 
success at the head of a trium ­ 
phant army, this I might have ex­ 
pected; hut coming as I do to tell

Planning of Meal* 
Meals should be 
meet the real needs of the body. 
In order to do this we must keep 
in mind the classes of foods need­ 
ed in the diet. 
These are: first, 
proteins which may be thought 
of as body builders, and which 
consist of meat, fowl, fish, milk, 
eggs, and the leguminous vege­ 
tables; second, carbohydrates and 
fats, consisting of breads, cereals, 
starchy vegetables, sweets, butter, 
oils, and fat meats. 
These are 
needed to keep up the heat of the 
body and to furnish us energy. 
Third, we need the m ineral for our 
bones, blood and 
teeth . These 
come largely from green vegetab­ 
les, fruits, milk, eggs, and whole 
wheat. Fourth, we m ust have vit­ 
amines which we get from green 
vegetables, fruits, milk, eggs and 
whole grain breads. 
Fifth 
we 
must have bulk in thte digestive 
track to aid the digestion and elim­ 
ination 
This is to be had largely 
through the eating of fruits and 
vegetables. 
In summer more of the fruits 
and vegetables, which help to keep 
the body cool, and less of the car­ 
bohydrates which 
furnish 
heat 
should be eaten.
